There arc few men in the at ate hut 
who believe the orders *-f the Rail- 
loud Commission arc in the interest 
id the radroadv. rather than for the 
people* *•**' these few are generally 
found to be on the pay roll of some 

• •f the railroads. 

V striking disregard of ihe rights 
of the people by the 1 ommissioii was 
•■flown when that august body per¬ 
mitted the A. C. I.. to change nt 
plans lor u new depot at St. Cloud 
without notifying the people of St. 
1 loud that such change was contem¬ 
plated, 

The plan* originally agreed upon 
by and between the Railroad t ommis 

I s ion, the A. C. L and the city of St. 
Ll jp iifl culled for a depot costing ap- 
•ly $7,000. Tin modified 
| WIW*| »-.7»r a budding costing lest 
than $4,000. 

And a Mr. Hanscll, who hold* the 
position of division superintendsut; 
brought these modified plans to St. 
Cloud and informed our people that 
they would accept them or they would 
get no new depot, Of course, the 
P« ople of St. Cloud refused to ac¬ 
cept this makeshift building. 

\nd there the matter stand* today. 
Mr. Wni, Birchrr, ex-mayor of St. 
Cloud, who officially represented the 
v ity ill the depot controversy, drafted 
a letter to the Railroad Cuiiiiuistioti, 
otklnu tin cause of rhamic of front 
Ion their part, and received u Ictinby 
reply, the gist of which reads .‘"The 
Commission felt that buxines* and 
conditions at Si. Cloud would not 
justify them in ail attr -pt to require 
the expenditure of a grv r sum than 
$4,000." 

Now, how in the name of common 
justice did the Commission?** discov¬ 
er that conditions and business at St. 
Cloud did not justify the expenditure 
of more thun $4.«xio? They certainty 
did not cutnc here and make a person¬ 
al inspection, except a most cursory 
one months ago Then it is safe to 
assume that they took the statement 
o f the railroad officials an facts, and

The building is to hr $ox«*> feet, 
two stories, and brick will be the ma 
tv rial used, and will occupy the cor¬ 
ner of Pennsylvania avenue and Tenth 
street. It will front on Tenth street, 
ami the lower floor will he divided 
into two rooms, the one on tb? corner 
to be 35x70* which will be occupied

Vpplicautt must be eligible for en¬ 
trance and must sign a certificate 
agreeing to engugr in agriculture in 
Merida unless unable or otherwise dis- 
qua’ified 

Tlu* act is designed to enable some 
worthy person who has no. the means 
otherwise to pvt an education All 
county commUeioners have copies of 
the net and are acquainted with the 
details of the scholarship.

• asrs may be pruned for »t the same 
time. Dead wood harbors the fungi 
causing both withcr-tip w nd stem-end 
rot. If any branches yellow and with 
cr they probably are effected with 
wither tip These should also be 
pruned and burned.

• t'»l»iners have written to then com- 
panira far their ptofi '% on investments 
they hive been informed that the mac- 
ket "fell off and that there were no 
profit*. 

The moral of this is Watch the 
xdvertlsinir saliinuti of your home 
newspaper and pat/ontae the auveru»- 
crs. You not only thus encourage 
home industry, hut you keep your 
money circulating where it will do 
the most good for yourself and yojr 
family nnd friends.—-Floridt Metro¬ 
polis. 


Late Soy Beans 

May Mature 


If there is some corner of the farm 
ohich will *'e idle until thr late fall 
months h may be planted to soy 
beans. An early frost will injure 
them, but If they have several week* 
in which to gTOW they wilt add consid¬ 
erable nitrogen to the soil If they 
nave time to mature they make ex¬ 
cellent feed. The University of Flor- 
du F.xtension Division recommends 
tiie mammoth yellow variety tor 
planting hi August. Sow half a bush¬ 
el of seed to the acre and put them In 
rows 3<S to 42 inches apart so that they 
can l»c cultivated.—Agricultural News 
Service.

-T. It sttoiilq be tuned 
about every three months. 

And remember that a piano ia nev¬ 
er heard to best advantage ia a room 
that is over-crowded with furniture 
and hung with many draperies.—E*.

The League states the 
rates approved by the I. C. C. apply 
In fruits and vegetables produced 1 in 
what is known ns the Southwestern 
territory, especially Texas.

titan guava*. There is something 
about that guava flavor which hits the 
spot and call* for more. However, 
| auava jelly making, to get the rich 
I • olor, the right set and the palatc- 
i tickling flavor, require* faithful ob¬ 
servance of well established nictmxi*. 

Housewives inexperienced with the 
I t'cculiaritjc* of guava* have had troti- 
l-lf in keeping the sugar from j rc- 
imitating, in obtaining ftc right col- 
‘ i and flavor, and in gxttiu? the juice 
to fklly. John Belting, of the l*niv«r- 
•by of HorMa Experiment Station, 
i<ndt that these troubles are caused 
by the lack »f the proper proportions 
of tlie various constituents, if the 
| guavas arc cooked in a double boiler 
without water, equal amounts of the 
resulting juice and sugar will yield 
a good jelly, it has been found that 
the iui#e fcom two pounds of ripe 
guavas with one pound nf sugar gave 
not quite one and one-half pounds 
of jelly. If considerable water is add¬ 
ed to the guavas as they cook, more 
juice and les* sugar should he used 
As the jelly mixture boils the wa¬ 
ter evaporate*., and the temperature 


risrs as the mixture heroines more 
dense or concentrated The time to 
stop cooking is determine.1 hy the 
temperature of the jelly. By a senes 
'J experiments the best jelly was pro 
duccd when the boiling wa* stopped 
ai iJ5 degree* Fahrenheit, or tij lc- 
grccs Centigrade. Either the Fahren¬ 
heit or Centigrade thermometer which 
will read .too and 150 degrees re¬ 
spectively ca.i l»e purchased at a lo¬ 
cal drug *tore at small cost, kemovc 
1 hr vexed from the flame for a few 
seconds if the bubbling interferes with 
taking the temper aimic 

If the »attie aimnmt of water is 
used In cooking the ri|>e guavas, and 
the Min* proportion* of juice and su- 
gar arr taken, and the boiling ia stop¬ 
ped at the right temperature, the Jelly 
will t»c uniform from year to year. Do 
not use iron or stcrl vessels for rua- 
• if because the fruit juice reacts with 
them and may form pni*<inous sub¬ 
stances Enameled or alummum- 
warc must be used. The juice should 
he squeered through a cloth in »* 
strong pres*. When the sugar has 
dissolved filter through a cloth—Ag- 
rtcnlmnii News Service.

"Hilly Harlow " and were ever proud 
tn rrmrrhcr, in the later years of 
ti e war. that :hc distinguished Major* 
General Francis C. Barlow had once 
been their cob m l. at.d bad tttAde them 
a lighting moment that never broke 
•r lout its rotors. 

Alter the firing ceased we began in 
disouicting rumors. V\V were »ar 
in auvancc of the other regiments of 
jur grigude VVt !tea*d volleys of 
musketry in the rear to our left, anil 
\vr Hal orally teared that wc mljtlit he 
cut of| by a column of the enemy get¬ 
ting nrtween us and the raiLoad. 

At this point. Colonel Harlow ca’l- 
ed uu to lion and. with a* *'»lm a 
lone and manner as if we had been 
••aversing in a parlor, ordered me to 
vo buck **raight toward* the railrnxd 
and report to him if I found an ene¬ 
my; if not, to go on until I found one 
ol our colonels or generals, no miter 
*ln», and tell him of our need of re¬ 
inforcements and nf ammunition. 
Obeying the o,«lcr. 1 proceeded until 
I knew I must be pretty near the rail¬ 
road without seeing any nnr. But just 
Mien, while peering caulini<) through 
the Laves, the report of a few’ nm«- 
kc-is and thr "aip" of a bullet close to 
impelled me to stop behind a large 
rr n«»xr at hand. 1 had scarcely 
ilnne *0, when I was greeted with a 
rrmendous volley, i-viditilly from a 
whole regiment quite near me. For¬ 
tunately Inr me, there were no Mau¬ 
ser huPcts in those days, of even my 
tree might no. have saved me. A* it 
w 11, 1 slid down among its roots and 
waited until the storm wa* over. Then, 
coming mit I again approached the 
railroad cautiously, and found, as 1 
bad already begun to suspect might 
t*e the ca*«. that a regiment of the 
lri*h Brigade, the .*qth New York, 
l.nd hren firing Into the woods from 
the -adroad. In Colonel Barlow’s re- 
pott of the battle he says: "A trvnifiU* 
douns fire was soon opened upon us 
from the rear, which would have been 
murderous had we not avoided the 
balls hy lying down.** 

Without delay ! found General 
Meagher, hut found it hard to make 
Idm believe that tlie Mst waa posted 
r.tit there in front in thr dif'.tion ol 
Ids fire. He said his men had b»*en 
fired upon, and that therefore he had 
ordered them to return the fire. I 
knew, however, as well as he could till 
me Imw slight a fire had called forth 
this volley When 1 told him that 
Colonel Marlow wanted help and 
munition, he only said that he could 
not advance beyond the railroad with¬ 
out nrdera. 

Disgusted and mad. f left him, to 
go back to Colonel Harlow and report. 
There wwre nno|« of moddy water (n 
the ditch alongside of the roadbed, 
made hy the heavy rains. Into one of 
these 1 incautiously stepped, without* 


tiying to jump over it or to around 
It, a* we hud already bcvti waiting in 
the swamp up to our kr.ee*, nnd I 
thought nothing of u little watvr, but 

u«a4 >u«yt«s«%t iu iiiiu tii) sco •ill*,- 
ing up,to my anti pits in thut mud- 
hole. There was nothing 10 do, how 
ever, hut to icruuibL out a* best I 
could amid the merriment of the Irish- 
tin .1. My this smart fiat my pistol was, 
d course, rendered useless, but 1 but- 
ri--- 1 back to irty regiment, only to find 
lhut it yy:i* guile, all lint (lie mangled 
rut tin lit* lying where wc had fought. 
1 found the body «d my dead friend, 

t. McIntyre, which retained un ex¬ 
pression of surprise nnd pain. Smne 
•f Uu w Minded men begged me pite¬ 
ously to help them, but just then look¬ 
ing lip I %irv a Conic viutc regiment 
iiitrclitng diauntutlly n ms# the ••pet, 
Held in fr*•tit, and I hurried away in 
the winuls to tlu- right, billow(ng the 
hfeciion taken by our regiment, under 
tin guidance uf u private wlmm the 
Colonel bud left for 1l1.1t purpose, < »n 
the way through the woods I found 
my self under the ranps nf a section 
of our artillery, which ut that moment 
opened fire on the r treating enemy, 
and Gins had opportunity to feel the 
deiiinrttliring effect of shells crannitig 
through the woods just over my head, 
and also to see how much less dan¬ 
gerous they are than bullets 

On my way across the field hock lo 
unr regiment, I found Colonel Cross 
of the 5th New Hampshire, weltering 
in his blood and waiting h»r men to 
bring an ambulance. Th regiment 
was the targes: one in our brigade, 
and according to l olont-l Fox. is "the 
one regiment in all the Union armies 
(n**t iiu in<ltpg the heavy artillery) 
which sustained the greatest loss in 
battle, during the American Civil 
War.' Tticic ( oloncl, Fdward E. 
Cross, wa* a great fighter. At Gettys¬ 
burg. where he lost Ills life at the 
held of the brigade, he prepared his 
men b»r buttle with this hlwtv speech; 
"Men. you know what's before you. 
Give 'em hell," 

When I reached our regiment I was 
gree.ed with a hear y welcome, as 
they feared I might have been killed 
bv that volley from the railroad* 1 
remember seeing Lieutenant Miles, of 
General Howard's staff, now Lt.-Gen- 
Nclson Miles, limping about in 
our regiment with u bandaged foot 
that day after the battle. He and Col- 
Barlow seemed to hr fond of each 
ether’s company, and when Col. Bar¬ 
low was promoted, Miles succeeded 
him in the comanttid of the 6i»t New 

Yfetk. 

In counting up the casualties it was 
found that wc had lost over one-quar¬ 
ter of our number, including mar of¬ 
ficer* killed and four wounded, nnr 
hundred and ten in all out of four 
hundred and thirty-two iu the fight. 
Tlie battle left us with only ten offi¬ 
cer* present for duty, and the regi¬ 
ment wa» reorganised with eight com- 
panic*, ime officer for each, with the 
senior officer acting as field officer. 
The eomqiand *>f the right flank was 
given to me. They were for the most 
part Irishmen from New York City, 
good fighters hut no saints. 

It was curious to see h »w quickly, 
after the battle of Fair Oa<S, we were 
transformed from a regiment of re¬ 
cruit* not at all sure of ouroalvaa Into 
srlf-rr-necting veterans. Those two 
or three hours face to face with death 
• •it the firing line changed for many 
of us our whole attitude to men and 
life. We had been initiated into tho 
ranks uf tried and true -men. Hence¬ 
forth th* rc was no danger tint \ve 
would not face rather than flinch. 

During the month of June wc took 
our turn 11 picket duty, making earth- 
work*, etc. Our regiment was posted 
In the first line, on both sides of the 
ixilruad, where we oreaainnalty wib 
nesaail u littl** artillery practice be¬ 
tween a couple of Parrot g\u * nam¬ 
ed on the railroad and a Cnufe.ierate 
gun mounted on an armored car, a 
mile or so up the track. 1 noted with 
interest tlie difference between the' 
iu*h nf a shell from the muxsic of 
one of our own guns and the unptca* 
ant whirr of a shell turning down our 
way, especially when it struck the par¬ 
apet ami burst into invisible but not 
Inaudible fmem*jnty. There wg* a 
curious fascination In the gr* ‘••-l- 
ne»i. and not much danger. J

T HKRE is a va<t distinction between distribution for the sake 
of increasing the circulation figures and distribution for the 
sake of increasing the number of advertising responses. 

There is a difference between a circulation which strikes '.lie 
tame reader several times in the same day and >he circulation which 
does net repeat the individual. There is n difference between circu¬ 
lation which is concentrated into an area from which every reader 
can be expecicd to come to your establishment, if you can interest 
him, and a circulation that spreads over half a dozen stales and 
shows its greatest volume in territory so far from your establish¬ 
ment that you can’t get a buyer out of ten thousand readers. 

You've got to weigh and measure all these things when you 
weigh and measure circulation figures. It isn't the number of copies 
printed, but the number of copie- sold —not the number of papers 
distributed, but the number of papers distributed in responsive terri¬ 
tory—not the number of readers reached, but the number of readers 
who have the price to buy what you want to sell —that determine the 
value of circulation to you. 

You can take a single egg and whip it into an omelette souffle 
which seems to be a whole plateful, bet the extra Lutk is just hot air 
and sugar —the change in form has not increased the amount of egg 
substance and it's the substance in circulation, just as it is the 
nutrition in the egg. that counts.
